The Pas, Man,—"Th “The Hudson’s Bay 
Railway is not a_ political football, It 
has been the policy of the Liberal 
Government ever since the time of Sir 
Wilfrid Laurier that this route should 
be developed primarily for the benefit 
of all Canada, neither ‘for the east nor 
the west, and Canada has been com-

Tributary industry along the. ‘route 
would, I believe, be sufficient to war- 
rant the completion of the road as a 
paying branch of the C.N.R.

First, those opposed to 
the expenditure of vast sums of 
money hopelessly; second, the fear of 
great financfal loss to established 
eastern industry The road must be 
completed through’ the efforts of the 
western pioneers.

will be in a position to supply invalu- 
able information to furniture ‘manu- 
facturers.

The sensation of continuous touch, 
which we call pressure, the scientists 
pointed out, is really compounded of 
a vast number of single impressions 
which follow one another very rapid- 
ly. After each impression there is @ 
period of fatigue during which. all im- 
pinging impressiuns are not transmit- 
ted. When.a region of sensitivity {s 
réndered insensitive, the adjacent sen- 
sitive parts become hypersensitive. 
This phenomenon is a general, one,
